WARSHIPS MAY JOIN. 


HUNT FOR GERMANS |x: 


Five Great Sea-Fichters, Norfolk 
Hears, May Search for the 
Fugitive Interned Officers.

NORFOLK, Oct. 17:—Five, large 
United States ‘warships, according. to a 
persistent report, have put to sea to 
join in the se for the power boat 
Eclipse, in..witich are ‘six. warrant of- 
ficers and five seamen of the interned 
German cruiser Kronprinz Wilhelm. The 
fact that the New York, Louisiana, 
Rhode Island, New -Hampshire, and 
Minnesota slipped from Hampton 
Roads early tnis morning, twenty-four 
hours in advance of their scheduled 
time to sail, lends. color to this report. 
It is said that these warships, which 
were crdered to begin target practice 
on Tuesday, have been ordered to 
cruise. several hundred miles to sea 
during the night and tomorrow, in 
search of the Eclipse. The Navy. Yard 
officials deny the report. 

A report current early tonight that 
the Eclipse had been picked up, wads 
officially denied. Admiral Beatty said 
that there was no news from 
the Eclipse. The Virginia Life Saving 
Station confirmed the report that a 
craft answering .the description of the 
Eclipse was sighted off the coast on 
Monday afternoon, going south. Ad- 
miral Beatty said later that his in- 
vestigation had-developed the fact that 
a fishing yacht resembling the Eclipse 
passed south at about this hour. He 
believes this was the craft which the 
life savers saw.

Four Muleteers on American Boat 
Swear Drowning Men and 
Prisoners Were Shot. 


Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, announced yesterday: that 
he had forwarded to Secretary Lansing 


several affidavits alleging that eleven 
German sailors of a submarine crew 
were. slain in cold -blood: by, the ‘crew. of

While Cap- 
tain Manning was giving: orders to the 
wireless operator, a ship was sighted 
on the horizon. The: submarine fired a 
second, warning shot, which went high 
over the heads of the men and carried 
away. the wireless. After telling of the 
departure of.the crew in boats, Curren 
continues: ‘The ship we had sighted 
on the horizon was sufficiently close’ to 
us now to make out her flag, which we 
recognized as an.American flag. On 
her respective sides amidship were two 
boards with the American flag painted 
on each.

Cardinal Farley Sa: Says “Peace Will 
Come Through Vatican. 


A. letter -fnom.-Cardinal: Farley, in 
which he announced that the annual col- 
lection-of Petér’s Pence would be taken 
next Sunday; was read in all of the 
churches of his. diocese yesterday: The 
Cardinal asked for. generous - contri- 
butions because the war. in Europe had 
impoverished other countries. Com- 
menting on the ‘war the’ Cardinal wrote: 

The followi expression from a dis- 
tinguishéd non-Catholic source is im- 
pressively interesting: ‘International 
Socialism has failed in this war. It has 
been ge gr to exercise any action, 
and even it has been unable ‘to keep up 
any intercourse among labor corpora- 
tions of nations at war with one another. 
The Papacy is the only international 
institution which has been able to keep 
its distinct univérsal character.’ - 

“ The world which has been excluding 
for ,years the Pope from. its.. councils 
during its days of prosperity. now from 
the valley of death and destruction in- 
stinctively turn to Benedict. XV., the 
representative on earth of thé Prince of 
Peace and the succéssor of pontiff upon 
pontiff who. for ages spoke to warring 

people and were obeyed.’ 

Today the Tone. of the Pope was 
raised and heeded above the din of war 
the Cardinal. wrote, and by his ap eal 
he had: brought back to their f lies

period of 1914. 

Experts in.’ the cotton cloth trade, 
while making allowances for the cur- 
tailment in shipping facilities, read, in 
these ‘figures ‘the extinction of export 
business to China, except perhaps in 
certain specialties and heavy gooas, stich 
as duck. Accurding to these men.Japan 
is taking .over the pusiness formerly 
done in China by American exporters. 
The Chinese themselves aiso are rapidly 
increasing their manutacturing iac.lities. 

Commercial Agent lph M. Odell, 
writing from. Shanghaifunder date of 
Aug. "3 to the Department of Com- 
merce, which, sent .the agent to canvass 
the cotton cloth situation in Japan and 
China, has this to say: 

*“ American’ manufacturers ‘must turn 
their attention to other, classes of cot- 
ton goods, particularly gray and white 
shirtings; prints, ‘poplins, Italians, Vche- 
tians, and velvets—lines in which the 
Chinese and Japanese mills do not coin- 
pete, but which are ‘supplied in large 
quantities by: England—if they expect to 
extend the sale of their goods in this 
large: and important market.’ 


Chinese Customs Report. 


Further testimony regarding Japanese 
textile : activities in China are found in 


the quarterly report of the Chinese Cus- 
toms’ Department covering ‘fmports of 
cotton yarns and cloths’ trom January 
to March of this year, Japanese  im- 
ports all showing, an increase over tie 
figures for the corresponding period of 
last year—20 per cent: in cotton*yarn, 24 
per cent. in gray: shirtings, 26: per cent. 
in sheetings, 68 per cent. in .figured 
cloths, (* aya momen,”) and 20’per cent. 
in T-cloths. Indian cotton :yarn showed 
a. falling off tor. the period qf 18 per 
cent, and a decrease is also recorded 
for European ‘and meérican * cotton 
cloth; while Chinese cotton yarn showed 
a’ steady increase. 

Apart from’ the Japanese tompetition 
to which American exporters of. cotton 

oods are subjected; there are the high 

reight charges to be reckoned with and 
the shortage in the ‘available steamer 
tonnage, both directly traceable to the 
war.
